The destiny of 10 acres 
of land, under fire as a 
proposed . sanitary landfill 
site about one mile south- 
west of St. Albert, is now in 
the hands of the Local Auth- 
orities Board. Mr, A, G, 
McGregor, chairman of the 
board, accompanied by Mr. 
I. Morris, solicitor and also 
member of the board, heard 
testimony during two long 
days at separate sessions. 
The first part of the hearing 
was held July 25 and the 
final session took place last 
Thursday, August 17, Mr. 
McGregor refrained from 
predicting when a decision 
on the matter would be made 
public, 

The sanitary landfillissue 
in St, Albert came to the 
fore when the town’s 6,13 
acre site located on River
